Columbus, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)— 
Standing under the folds of an Ameri- 
the principal speaker at the 
patriotic exercises arranged by the 
Chamber of Commerce, United States 
Senator Thomas W. Hardwick, Jaunched 
his own declaration of independence 
before a crowded courthouse this after- 
noon. . 

“My country, may 
right, but right: or: wrong, my coun- 
try,” he quoted as his guiding star. 
but added that as long as he repre- 
gented three million Georgians at Wash- 
ington he would alwtys try to keep his 
country right. 

No Soldiers But Regulars. 

“] favor an American, war, fought 
to secure American rights and to re- 
dress American wrongs,” he declared, 
“but I ath opposed to a single drop of 
volunteer American blood being shed 
on a European battlefield. I am will- 
ing for our professional soldiers to be 
sent. If this be treason, make the most 
of it. 

“I am for my country, right or wrong, 
but what constitutes my country? No 
single individual or group of men. 

“Our president is a great man, but he 
is mortal and makes mistakes, even as 
I make them. I shall not bow the 
knee, I shall not take orders from any 
man or set of men, but shall do my 
duty as God gives me opportunity to 
see the light.” 

Senator Hardwick said he doubted the 
wisdom of conscription, but since it was 
a law it should be strictly adhered to 
and respected,

SUBMARINES LOSE 
IN THEIR WARFARE 
UN BRITISH SHIPS 


Only 15 Vessels of More 
Than 1,600 Tons Sunk in 
Last Week—16 Smaller 
Vessels Were Sunk. 


U-BOATS. HAVE FAILED, 
BRITISH NAYY CLAIMS 


Pursuit Has Become So 
Lively That Submarine 
“hows Its Periscope in 
Channel Waters Only at 
Greatest Risk. 


London, July 4.—The weekly shipping 
summary issued today shows that fif- 
teen Rritish merchant ships of more 
then 1,600 tons were sunk and five ves- 
sels of less than that tonnage. Eleven 
fishing vessels, also, were lost. 

The summary: 

Arrivals, 2,745; sailings, 2,846. 

British merchant ships sunk by mine 
or submarine over 1,600 tons, 15; under 
1,600 tons, 5. 

British merchant ships unsuccessfully 
attacked, including five previously, 16.» 
British fishing vessels sunk, 11. 
British Navy Jubilant. 

General Von Hindenburg’s boasting 
pronouncement “that “We win if we 
hold our ground until the submarine 
war has done its work,” has a pleasant 
sound to the British naval ear, for the 
navy is now tirmly convinced that the 
submarine war has failed. 

A staff correspondent of. the’ Asso- 
ciated Press was privileged to spend 
two days last week in observing the 
anti-U-boat campaign at close quarters 
at a biz naval base on the southeast 
coast. There was plenty of evidence of 
the effectiveness of the admiralty work 
in nearby waters, as well as of the 
tremendous effort being put forth. 

The navy still maintains secrecy re- 
garding the submarines sunk, but the 
pursuit has become so lively that a 
U-boat shows its periscope in channel 
waters only with the greatest risk. It

U-BOATS WINNING, 
GERMANS DECLARE. 


Amsterdam, July 4.—Admiral von 
Capelle, German minister of marine, 
made an optimistic statement on the 
progress of the submarine war during 
a discussion of the political situation 
in themain committee of the reichs- 
tag, says a dispatch from Berlin. The 
admiral said the navy had the fullest 
confidence in the future of the sub- 
marine campaign, and added; 

“The continuously increasing enemy 
efforts to overcome the submarine dan- 
ger by counter measures is more than 
equalized by the continually growing 
number of submarines set in operation 
against the enemy. Submarine losses 
now, as hitherto, are kept within mod- 
erate limits and all reports to the 
contrary in the enemy and neutral 
press are untrue. To sum up, there is 
not the least reason for doubting the 
success of the submarine war.” 

A representative of the German gen- 
eral staff described the military situ- 
ation as favorable in every respect and 
in agreement with the plans of the 
supreme army command. He expressed 
the conviction that, in spite of the 
number of Germany’s opponents, the 
war would be brought to a happy end. 

Dr.. Karl Helfferich, secretary of the 
interior, described the steps taken to 
increase the output of coal and where 
possible to restrict the consumption 
which at present exceeds the output. 
He declared that steps would be taken 
to secure for the public the necessary 
coal supplies. 

The secretar produced figures to 
show that within a predeterminable 
period as a result of the submarine 
war England will only have available 
tonnage inadequate to her needs, even 
when the latter were restricted to the 
utmost.

BEING CENSORED 


War Secretary Baker Han- 
dling All the News From 


Government’s Intention 
Given, and Delay Resulted. 


Washington, July 4.—Since yester- 
day dispatches to the Associated Press 
telling of the <At..erican troops in 
France have diverted by official order 
from their usual channel of delivery 
and have been delivered first to the 
secretary of war for his approval. 

There is no censorship of the press in 
the United States, congress having re- 
fused to enact such law, but newspa- 
pers and press associations have vol- 
untarily been observing the requests 
of the government. 

Heretofore news 
France have been 


dispatches leaving 
censored by the 
the American cen- 
sor with General Pershing’s expedition, 
or by arrangement with London. This, 
however, is the first instance in which 
an executive department of the United 
States government has seen fit to di- 


vert dispatches from their destination 
and withhold them for official inspec- 
tion. 

No Notice Given. 

In this case no notice of the gov- 
ernment’s intention was given and the 
first intimation of the practice came 
when, last night, dispatches addressed 
to the Associated Press, New York, by 
its Paris correspondents, were by offi- 
cial order delivered to the secretary of 
war in Washington, who after inspect- 
ing the dispatches, delivered them to 
the Associated Press here. Other dis- 
patches addressed in the same way 
were delivered to the secretary of war 
here today and through the committee 
on public information delivered to the 
Associated Press in Washington with 
certain portions eliminated. 

The volume of matter delivered to 
Washington was very large and no 
adequate provision for the examination 
or censorship had been made. The war 


department was overwhelmed and a 
consequent meee of hours in important 
dispatches resulted. 

Assurance has been given by Secre- 
tary Baker that the new procedure is 
to be practiced only temporarily and 
that double censorship be short 
lived. 

Censorship Only Temporary.

Attacking in force 
along an eleven-mile front, the Ger- 
mans made especially strong efforts 
around Cerny and Ailties and against 
the Californie plateau. The French re- 
pulsed all attacks with losses. 

After checking the Germans, the 
French took the initiative in a small 
operation east of Cerney and captured 
a strong German salient.

Great Crowds Cheer Fran- 
tically as Pershing’s Men 
Pass— All France Cele- 
brates Fourth of July. 


Paris, July 4.—All France celebrated 
the Fourth of July. Paris turned out 
a crowd that no American city ever 
surpassed for size, enthusiasm and 
profusion of Stars and Stripes. 

A battalion of the first American ex- 
peditionary force about to leave for 
training behind the battle front had 
ite first official review in France and 
about the center of the celebration. 

Everywhere the American flag was 
flying from public buildings, hotels 
and residences and from automobiles, 
cabs and carts; horses’ bridles and the 
lapels of pedestrians carried them. 

The crowds began to gather early 
at vantage points. Rue de Varenne 
was choked long before 8 o'clock this 
morning when the Republican guards 
band executed a field reveille under 
General Pershing’s windows and all 
routes toward the Invalides were 
thronged even beforé Pershing’s men 
turned out. About the Court of Honor 
where the Americans were drawn up 
with a detachment of French terri- 
torials the buildings overflowed to the 
roofs. 

Trophies of War. 

All around the khaki-clad men from 
the United States were trophies and 
souvenirs of war, German cannon, air- 
Planes, anachine guns and many ap- 
Pliances for burning suffocating gas. 
Behind them in the chapel separating 
the Court of Honor from Napoleon's 
tomb were German battle flags, tro- 

hies of the Marne and Alsace beside 

russian banners of 1870. 

There in the chapel before the tomb 
of Napoleon, General Pershing received 
American flags and banners from the 
hands of President Poincare. Almost 
the entire history of the struggles of 
the French against the Germans looked 
down upon the scene from paintings 
portraying heroic incidents in French 
battles from Charlemagne to Napoleon. 
There was a sharp contrast between 
the khaki and plain wide-brimmed hats 
of Pershing’s men and the gay dress 
of D’Artagnan’s plumed muskéteers and 
Napoleon's grenadiers. 

The enthusiasm of the vast crowd 
reached its highest pitch when General 
Pershing, escorted by President Poin- 
care, Marshal Joffre and other high 
French dignitaries, passed along re- 
viewing the lines of the Americans 
drawn up in square formations. Cheer- 
ing broke out anew when the American 
band struck up the “Marseillaise,”’ and 
again when the French band played the 
“Star Spangled Banner,’ and Pershing 
received the flags from the president. 

“Vive les Americans, vive Pershing, 
vive les Etates Unis,” shouted over and 
over by the crowd greeted the American 
etandard bearers as they advanced. 

Crowd Cheered Frantically. 

The crowd that had waited three 
hours to witness the ceremony that was 
over in fifteen minutes surged toward 
the exit cheering frantically after the 
departing Americans and trying to 
break through a cordon of _ police 
troops. Outside a greater crowd that 
covered the entire Esplanade of

Invalides took up the cheers and Per- 
shing’s men marched away. 

The crowd in the court of honor tried 
to follow the soldiers, but the throng 
outside was so dense and the exits so 
small that it was half an hour before 
the people could get out. The Cour de 
la Reine, from Alexander bridge to the 
Place de la Concorde was black with 
people, all of whom seemed to want to 
rush up to the men and embrace them 
as they marched by. 

When the last man had passed, great 
crowds surged from both sides to the 
middle of the street, breaking through 
the police military guards and blocking 
traffic for a long time behind the 
marching column, 

More people were massed in the Tuil- 
erias gardens than on the Esplande des 
Invalides. Few of them could get a 
glimpse of the parade, but all joined in 
a tremendous outburst of cheering 
when music from the republican grand 
band announced the approach of the 
troops and the cheerin did not di- 
minish in volume until the last man in 
the line had disappeared from view of 
the gardens down the Rue de Rivoli. 

French* Press Full of America. 

The French press observed the 
Fourth of July by filling many columns 
with articles, photographs and car- 
toons giving every immaginable kind 
of information in regard to American 
customs and history. 

The Petit Parisian’ prints in large 
type, under the double-column head- 
ing: “Vive L’Amerique,” the sentiments 
expressed by Major General Pershing, 
Ambassador Sharp, Marshal Joffre, 
Premier Ribot, Rene Viviani, minister 
of justice; Paul Painleve, minister of 
war, and others. Major General Persh- 
ing says: 

“This day is the anniversary of the 
declaration of independence by the 
United States. It also marks the entry 
of the country in the great world war. 
America is in the war to lend moral, 
material and financial help toward 
establishment of peace. May that 
peace be such that no autocrat can ever 
trouble it.” 

Marsha] Joffre says: 

“lr am convinced the United States 
will send a great army to our front, 
to be a formidable adversary for the 
Germans.” 

M. Painliev quotes the celebrated let- 
ter from LaFayette to Washington at 
the time of the siege of Yorktown and 
draws a parallel between events then 
and now. 

Premier Ribot’s contribution reads: 

“In celebrating this anniversary of 
American independence we give more 
than a sign of friendship which has 
bound vs so long to the great Ameri- 
can nation. We show our gratitude 
and admiration for the role the United 
States has just assumed, in bringing 
the invincible strength of its disinter- 
ested aid to the cause of right and civil- 
ization. In this sense the Fourth of 
July assumes henceforth the character 
of an international fete.”

TEUTON DEFENSES 
SMASHED BY FIRE 
OF RUSSIAN GUNS 


London, July 4.—The Morning Post’s 
Petrograd correspondent describes the 
scene of the main fighting in the Zlo- 
tiliana region in Galicia and says the 
enemy strongly posted triple lines of 
permanent trenches in the hills between 
which flows the Kinicha stream, 12 
miles northeast of Brzezany. The Rus- 
sians, with a force of artillery exceed- 
ing anything yet used on the Russian 
side, smashed great fields of wire work 


after two davs’ bombardment and clear- 


ed the path for stormers. These were 
necessarily picked men. 

Considerable precautions had been 
taken to assemble regiments of infan- 


thetry upon whom more or less reliance 


,only step by step against the pressure 


could be placed, althou until put to a 
test even their own officers could not, 
pretend to know what would happen. 
The trial proved that there are at the 
front men worthy of Russia’s great 
name. 

The losses have been heavy, which 
is in accordance with Russia’s tradi- 
tion, Russian armies holding world’s 
records for ability to suffer without 
losing military qualities. 

Southwest of Brzezeny the fighting 
seems to have been even more severe 
and success still hangs in thé balance. 
This region is also hilly and wooded. 
The Germans had _ special redowbdts 
which required long hammering by the 
artillery before an attack was possible. 
These defenses were held by the Ger- 
mans and Turks—a combination which 
has always proved formidable. 


After very hard fighting the Russians 
won several points and captured two 
thousand prisoners. Some points chang- 
ed hands several times. It was here 
the Russian loss in officers was partic- 
ularly serious. 

The general scope of the action indi- 
cates that the movement is on an ex- 
tended scale and that the battle now 
begun is likely to take weeks to reach 
its conclusion. The fighting is in a 
territory which before the war belong- 
ed to an enemy. The provisional gov- 
ernment announces that all regiments 
engaged in this new initiative wil] be 
henceforth known as “Eighteenth of 
June” regiment, that being the old- 
style date of battle. June 18 has been 
a memorable day for Russia for more 
than a century. 


18,000 PRISONERS 
AND MANY CANNON 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS 


Petrograd, July 4.—In the fighting 
of Sunday and Monday 300 officers, 18,- 
000 men, 29 guns and 33 machine guns 
were.captured by the Russians, the war 
office announces. 


RUSSIANS CHECKED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, July 4.—(Via London.)—The 
Russians made further attacks in the 
region of Brzezany, in eastern Galicia, 
yesterday, ibut were unable to advance, 
the war office reports. 

The announcement the 
eastern front says: 

“Army Group of Prince Leopold: In 
eastern Galicia yesterday the Russians 
were able merely to repeat their attacks 
at Brzezany. In spite of the employ- 
ment of fresh forces they did not make 
any advances. In tenacious defense and 
renewed counter thrusts, Saxon regi- 
ments maintained their position against 
numerous attacks and inflicted heavy 
losses on the enemy. 

‘In the Koniuchy-Zboroff sector there 
was heavy artillery fighting. At inter- 
vals the artillery was engaged heavily 
on the Stokhod and at Brody. On the 
remainder of the front there were no 
actions of importance.” 


AUSTRIANS ADMIT 
THEIR WITHDRAWAL. 


Vienna, July 4.—(Via London.)—The 
withdrawal of Austrian forces under 
pressure of superior numbers on a lim- 
ited part of the front in Galicia is 
announced in the war office statement. 
Russian attacks near Koniuchy were 
repulsed and the Russians were com- 
pelled to cease their assaults at Brze- 
cm the statement declares. The text 
reads: 

“Eastern War Theater: On the Stok- 
hod feeble attacks were repulsed 

“South of Zboroff the enemy, with 
the use of superior forces, succeeded 
in pushing back a limited portion of 
our front towards the prepared sup- 
porting position.

GERMANS G0 TO RIOTING 


Food Outbreaks in Four Cities. 
Troops Suppress the 
Mobs. 


Copenhagen, July 4.—A semi-officlal 
German statement reaching here re- 


|ports that food riots occurred not only 


in Stettin and Dusseldorf. but also in 
two Silesian cities, Gleowitz ana Hin- 
denburg. Troops were called to re- 
store order, which was accomplished 
without actual firing. 

Hindenburg is the city which dis- 
carded its Polish name and assumed 
the field marshal’s as a mark of loyal- 
ty to the state. The siege of Dussel- 
dorf has been raised, but an extraor- 
dinary court-martial is still sitting to 
try participants in the riots, some of 


whom received sentences up to six 
years. ; 


Amsterdam, July 4.—The Dusseldorff 
General Anzeiger says that 220 persons, 
one-third of whom were foreigners, 
were arrested in connection with last 
Thursday’s riots. Among these were 


twenty-four youths and eighty-seven 
women, seventeen of the latter bejng, 


foreigners.

GERMANS ATTACK, 
BUT ARE REPULSED 
BY FIRE OF FRENCH 


Paris, July 4.—Extremely violent 
fighting was in progress all through 
the night on the Aisne front, resulting 
in the rout of the attacking Germans, 
with very heavy losses, the war office 
announces, 

The Germans repeatedy hurled large 
bodies of men against the French, at- 
tacking the whole front from the north 
of Jouy to the east of the Californie 
plateau. The repulse of the enemy was 
complete. The announcement follows: 

“Late yesterday the Germans under- 
took a powerful offensive action which 
was prolonged all night against our 
positions north of Jouy as far as to the 
east of the Californie plateau. On this 
long front they made violent attacks 
repeatedly with large numbers of their 
special assaulting troops. Their efforts 
were directed principally east of Froid- 
mont farm, west and southwest of Cer- 
ny, north of Ailles and also against 
the Californie plateau. 

“The repulse of the enemy was com- 
plete and his losses were very heavy, 
especially in the region of Cerny and 
on the Californie plateau... His main as- 
saults were almost entirely routed by 
our fire. At certain points where the 
Germans were able to gain a footing 
at the first shock, victorious counter 
attacks drove them back and they were 
not able to hold a single meter of our 
positions, 

“Surprise attacks against our small 
posts in the sectors of Sapigneul and 
Vauquoig were repulsed. The artil- 
lery was very active in the region of 
Hill 304 (Verdun front).” 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“The enemy violently bombarded our 
lines today, particularly in the region 
of Pantheon, La Royere, in the neigh- 
borhood of Hurtebige and on _ the 
Vauclere plateau. 

“It is confirmed that the German 
attacks last night which developed 
along a front of about 17 kilometres, 
cost the enemy exceptionally heavy 
losses without bringing him either 
gain of ground or prisoners. Every- 
where else we have completely main- 
tained our positions. 

“The Germans have not renewed 
their attempts, but, on the contrary, 
we have carried out east of Cerny a 
detailed operation which enabled us 
to capture a strong salient held by 
the enemy. On the left bank of the 
Meuse thre@ successive attacks, ac- 
companied by jets of liquid flame, di- 
rected against our trenches southwest 
of Hill 304, were repulsed. The artil- 
lery fighting continues very. spirited 
in this region. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘There was 
slight activity on the part of the en- 
emy artillery in the sector of Steen- 
straete-Het-Sas. In the region of 
Pypegaale intense artillery duels oc- 
curred. Last evening an enemy air- 
plane was brought down in an aerial 
combat by one of our machines and 
fell within the enemy lines south of 
Dixmude.’ 

“Eastern Theater, July 8: There was 
lively action by both artilleries near 
Mavadag, Monastir and between Lakes 
Ochrida and Presba. An enemy air- 
plane was brought down by our can- 
non near Lake Doiran.” 


FRENCH CHECKED, 
GERMANS REPORT. 


Berlin, July 4.—(Via London.)—The 
official statement from German gen- 
eral headquarters today, referring to 
operations on the western front, savs: 

“Front of Crown Prince Rupprecht 
of Bavaria: On account of the mist 
and the more difficult observation con- 
ditions caused by it, the artillery ac- 
tivity was slight until. evening, when 
it revived on a few sectors until night- 
fall. During the night reconnoitering 
expeditions resulted in booty and pris- 
oners being captured. 

“Front of the German Crown Prince: 
East of Cerny on the Chemin-des- 
Dames the French attacked twice dur- 
ing the night the trenches which we 
captured and were repulsed both times. 
The battle-tried Lippe and Westphalian 
battalions pressed after the retreating 
enemy, pushed their positions forward 
and took considerable number of pris- 
oners. West 
enterprises were 
cessful. 

“Front of Duke Albrecht: There is 
nothing of importance to report.” 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE, 
BRITISH REPORT. 


London, July 4.—The British official 
statement issued today concerning mil- 
itary operations in northern France 
says: 

“There is nothing to report except 
considerable artillery activity on both 
sides at numerous points of the front.’ 

The official statement from British 
headquarters in France tonight reads: 

“Early this morning the enemy raid- 
ed one of our posts south of Lens. One 
of our men is missing. As the result 
of another raid the enemy attempted 
east of Loos four wounded prisoners 
were left in our hands. 

“The enemy artillery was active to- 
day north of the Scarpe and in the 
neighborhood of Ypres and Messines. 

“The enemy’s aerial activity contin- 
ues. In the air fighting three enemy 
machines were driven to the ground 
and five others were driven down. out 
of control. Another was shot down by 
our anti-aircraft guns. One of our 
airplanes failed return.” 


AUSTRIANS ATTACK 
ON CARSO FRONT, 
BUT ARE CHECKED 


Rome, Italy, July 4.—Repulse of Aus- 
trian attacks near Castagnievizza on 
the Carso front is reported in the Ital- 
ian official statement, issued today. The 
statement reads: 

“Last night an enemy detachment 
succeeded ‘in entering one of our ad- 
vance posts south of Castagnievizza, 
on the Carso, but was promptly driven 
back, leaving ten prisoners, including 
one officer, in our hands. 

“Patrols were very active yesterday 
along the entire front, enemy parties 
being everywhere repulsed. *In_ the 
Seebach valley one Austian officer was 
captured. The artillery was more ac- 
tive on the Carina front at Monte 
Croose pass and north of Pont Ebba 
and on the Julian front in the Monte 
Vodice area and east of Gorizia. 

“On the Carso the enemy, after heavy 
artillery preparation, attempted an at- 
tack on Hill 363, north of Castagnieviz- 
za, but was at once stopped by our 
barrage.”’

American Flag Is Hoisted 
on the Tower of Houses of 
Parliament by Order of 
King George. | 


London, July 4.—By order of the king 
the Stars and Stripes were flying from 
the Victoria Tower of the house of par- 
liament today, and also on all other 
government buildings, beside the Union 
Jack. Private buildings were bedecked 
with American flags as never before. 
Thousands of persons in the streets 
wore small flags, and wagons and au- 
tomobiles were decorated with the 
American emblem. Premier Lloyd- 
George was interested actively in ar- 
rangements for celebration of the 
Fourth. The Welsh Guards’ band played 
American airs while changing guard at 
St. James palace, as did the orchestras 
in all the theaters. 

Ambassador Page and Mrs. Page held 
an informal reception this afternoon. 

The American society gave a banquet 
tonight, with Foreign Secretary Bal- 
four as the guest of honor. Other 
guests were Lord Robert Cecil, Vice 
Admiral Sims, U. N. S.; Admiral Jelli- 
coe, chief of the naval staff; General 
Sir William Robertson, chief of the im- 
perial staff at army headquarters, and 
the staff which accompanied Mr. Bal- 
four to the United States. Francis 
Powell, chairman of the society, pre- 
sided, and toasts were given to King 
George and President Wilson. 

General Robertson emphasized the 
immediate need of help from America. 
Secretary Balfour spoke regretfully of 
the separation of the English-speaking 
peoples 140 years ago today. 

Admiral De Chair paid tribute to the 
zeal, energy and helpfulness of the 
American navy now in British waters. 

American war veterans living 
here were entertained at Hamp- 
ton court. Gordon Selfridge spoke 
at a patriotic concert under the auspices 
of the British and Foreign Sailors’ so- 
ciety. The Marquis of Lincolnshire made 
an address at the National Liberty 
club.

BRITISH PRESS 
FULL OF JULY 4. 


London, July 4.—Never before has 
the British press devoted so much space 
to America’s Independence day as on 
the present anniversary. The evening 
newspapers seized the occasion to print 
news stories, editorial and cartoons, all 
of which carry the note of “hands across 
the sea.” 

The historic significance of the day 
is freely mentioned, but far from ex- 
pressing acrimony the writers all adopt 
an attitude similar to that displayed in 
an article in The Westminster Gazette 
which says: 

“Today America becomes English and 
England American, and we are forget- 
ting a little of our phlegm in paying 
tribute to the fact.” 

The Evening News pwblishes a huge 
cartoon of Uncle Sam and John Bull 
in army uniforms marching arm in arm 
to war. John Bull remarks to Uncle 
Sam, with a smile: ‘‘Today’s the day 
you left me, Sam, the day that made 
you free.” Uncle Sam beams on his 
companion and replies, “Yes, John, free 
to come back.” 

The news articles are headed with 
such captions as “Old Glory; London 
Makes a Flag Day of July Fourth.”

Ambulance Company No. 29 
and Emory University Hos- 
pital Unit Now Ready. 


Ambulance company No. 29, under 
command of Dr. Walpole C. Brewer, 
and the Emory university hospital unit, 
under command of Dr. E. C. Davis, are 
‘two important Atlanta contributions to 
the American war medical service 

Dr. Brewer’s command is recruited to 
full war strength of 144 enlisted men 
and officers, and expects early orders 
to depart. This command will be di- 
vided into four sections of thirty-six 
men each. Dr. Walpole C. Brewer is in 
command of the unit, his lieutenants 
are J. F. Pittman, C. H. Harvey and H. 
F. Hoke. The government has already 
issued their commissions. The non-com- 
missioned men have not yet been ap- 
pointed, aa they will receive their ap- 
pointments after arriving at Allen- 
town, Pa.

congress has passed more far-reaching 
important war legislation than have 
England and France in three years 
time. 5 
“And I will say for the information of 
my friend from Pennsylvania (Captain 
Davenney) that I had the privilege of 
serving on a committee that recom- 
mended the greatest single appropria- 
tion ever made by a government, three 
billion, four hundred million dollars for 
the army and navy and military meas- 
ures, and this included money for the 
very rifles of which he speaks.” 
Quoted Washington. 

Senator Hardwick read fro Wash- 

ington’s farewell address, in which he 


cautioned against permanent, entangl- 
ing alliances, although asserting that 
all engagements already existing should 
be scrupulously fulfilled. He said that 
this is exactly the position he is taking 
today. He favored’ sending’ ships, 
money, and food to the allies, as long 
as they are fighting our common foe; 

at is, unless it deprived the people of 
_ais country of food, but no American 
soldiers except regulars and that Amer- 
ica should withdraw to strict political 
seclusion again as soon as its present 
wrongs have been redressed. 

The address was received with per- 
fect co irtesy, and the passages in which 
the sprexrker and audience were in ac- 
cord brvught stirring applause, but as 
a whole it was received with strong, 


but silent disapproval. 


JUDGE A. J. COBB 
SCORES CONGRESS 


Continued From First Page. 


let him resign and come home. When 
he does do so let him go into seclusion 
until the war is over.” 

‘The rule of seniority prevalent 
both branches of congress came in for 
severe handling by the speaker, who 
denounced it as an artificial rule which 
had thrown to the surface men entirely 
incapable of filling the position of re- 
sponsibility which they occupied. 

“When this war is over and. we have 
achieved ‘a victory,” he continued, “we 
are going to demand a new deal. If a 
man cannot support the president he 
should be treated as the federal gov- 
ernment treated, in a well-known in- 
stance, a man who opposed the gov- 
ernment in the civil war. They sent 
him south, where he found his friends.” 

While the speaker mentioned no 
names, the allusion was evidently to 
the case of Clement Vallandigham, con- 
gressman from Ohio during the civil 
war and so-called “Copperhead” leader, 
who was arrested and sent into the con- 
federate lines by the Lincoln admin- 
istration. 

“When we find a man who cannot 
support Woodrow Wilson, let us send 
him to Germany to his friends,” Judge 
Cobb added. 

The occasion of Judge Cobb’s speech 
was the annual visit of the general as- 
sembly to Athens on the invitation of 
the Athens Chamber of Commerce to 
enjoy the hospitality of the people of 
Athens and to inspect the educational 
institutions of the state located there. 

The Audience. 

It would probably have been impossi- 
ble to have selected in Georgia a more 
intelligent audience than that of ber 
tween seven and eight thousand who 
applauded to the echo every word that 
Judge Cobb said and called for more 
when he told it that he had felt so 
deeply on the subject that he had prob- 
ably allowed himself to overstep the 
limits of his time. He might have gone 
too far, he added, but what he said had 
been in his system for some time and 
had to come out. 

Besides Major General Wce.32 there 
were present in th ereviewing stand, 
from which the speakers spoke, Presi- 
dent Olive, of the state senate; Speaker 
Holder, of the house; Chancellor Bar- 
row, of the state university; Dean Snell- 
ing, of the college @aculty; President 
Pound, of the normal school; several 
state house officers and other notables 
of state-wide reputation. 

In the audience opposite was an un- 
usyally large representation of mem- 
yers of both branches of the legislature, 
r2presentatives from the faculty of t> 
s‘ate’s educational institutions, one 
thousand students in the summer school. 
a town delegation of typical Athenian 
culture and. visitors who had been at- 
tracted from many other north Georgia 
towns for the occasion. ’ 

Judge Cobb was not the scheduled 
orator of the occasion, that task having 
been assigned to General Wood, but he 


acted as master of ceremonies and in- 
troduced the speakers. His speech, 
however, was the talk of the town after 
he had finished it, having taken his 
hearers in the nature of a surprise, and 
it was everywhere spoken of with keen 
approbation. and the fame of it will 
doubtless extend over the whole state. 

It was all the more startling in view 
of the fact that Judge CobD is by mar- 
riage a first cousin of Senator Smith 
and has in the past been one of his 
strongest political supporters, 

Dorsey Unavoidably Absent. 

Governor Dorsey, who was down on 
the program for a speech, was una- 
ble to be present and sent word that he 
had been unavoidably kept away by a 
previous engagement which he could 
not cancel. 

The second speaker was Chancellor 
Barrow, who welcomed'members of the 
general assembly om the part of the 
university. He urged that they must 
not forget the children on account of 
the war, asking the question what 
would it profit a country to gain the 
whole~world and neglect its own chil- 
dren. Superintendent Howard wW. 


in 


Odum, of the summer school, next wel- 
comed the visitors on behalf of that 
institution. 

The first speaker to represent the 
state was President Olive, of the state 
senate. He has spoken here often be- 
fore, and is a favorite with Athenian 
audiences. Never was he in a better 
vein for a speech pitched on a high 
patriotic theme. He declared that the 
senate, house and governor were ready 
to give the government every ounce of 
co-operation which the state could 
stand. 

“There are no laggards in Georgia,” 
he said. “U. S. means us in Georgia 
as well as it does in Maine. The issues 
preliminary to the war stand res ad- 
judicata, and it is our duty to do our 
very best as the exigency demands.” 

Speaker Holder declared that this 
legislature was the most earnest legis- 
lative body with which he had served 
in sixteen years of experience, and he 
felt sure that it would make no back- 
ward step in the educational progress 
which has been made in Georgia. He, 
too, paid a high tribute to the presi- 
dent, whose leadership, he said, the 
Georgia legislature would be proud to 
follow. 

Wood Given Ovation. 

General Wood preluded his speech by 
saying that dnything that he said 
about the government would not be in 
the way of criticism of any administra- 
tion, but of the mistaken policy of un- 
preparedness which had been followed 
by all. On his arising to speak, he 
was given an ovation which lasted for 
several minutes, ending finally with the 
playing of “Dixie’’ by the band. 

Before the tune had been concluded 
the entire great audiénce, including the 
speakers, had risen to its feet, some- 
thing unusual-to see done to the tune 
of “Dixie” on a Fourth of July occa- 
sion. 

The general said in part: 

“We have deliberately gone into the 
war. We have broken the peace, but 
we have kept the faith. We are go- 
ing to win, but it is net going to be 
an easy war or a short one. You will 
have to support the government to the 
limit with all your help. 

“We have ‘been told and told falsely 
for years that we could avoid war by 
arbitration or by a world’s court. Every 
honorable man believes in arbitration, 
but every sane man knows that there 
are many questions that cannot be 
arbitrated. We must face things as 
they are. 

“The motto of all of us must be that 
of the Black Prince of the middle ages: 
‘I serve.’ Hluman progress is not made 
through idleness, through dreams, 
through luxury, but through struggle. 
War is with us as it never was Defore. 


If there was ever an age of the world | 


that might be called the age of iron, it 


is this. 
“We must be prepared and that 


quickly. The longer we are in coming | 


into the war, the longer we shall be 
in getting out of it. We must show to 
Europe that we understand the meaning 
of the old saying: ‘The blood of the 
martyrs is the seed of the church.’ We 
hate war. We regret in a way that we 
have to make this sacrifice, but we 
should be unworthy to live as a nation 
unless we do. 
Regular Army Only Nucleus. 

“The regular army is only the nucleus 
of the army we must have. A real army 
is a citizenry trained to arms, the only 
army a nation can depend upon in these 
days of organization.” et 

The speaker said that the militia sys- 
tem was unworkable and the volunteer 
system had always failed. He declared 
that every young man, on arriving at 
the age of 19 should be given six 
months’ intensive training. With in- 


tensive training they would be able to, 


turn out in six months of each year an 
army of 600,000 youths better than any 
regular army we had ever had. * 

“When you are in that condition,” he 
added, “and tell a semi-barbarous na- 
tion using the latest improvements in 
arms to stop, it will stop.” 

The speaker expresséd the hope that 
the lesson taught the country by the 
present crisis would be learned for all 
time and that never again would we be 
caught unprepared for war.

War Department Says the 
Supplies Will Be Delivered 
by September 1. 


Washington, July 4.—Clothing and 
camp equipment for the first million 
men of the new armies will be de- 
livered by September 1, the tentative 
date of the mobilization of the first 
increment of the national army. A 
statement issued tonight by the war 
department savs that adequate supplies 
for all the national guard and national 
army will be available by the time the 
troops are called out. 

The main shortage was in tentage 
material. The original plan of putting 
the national guard in canton#ments, the 
Statement says, was due to this. It 
was abandoned when, with the co-oper- 
ation of the supply committees of the 
national defense council; Quartermaster 
General Sharpe was able to procure 
what was needed, numerous carpet and 
other manufacturers completely revis- 
ing their plants in order to meet the 
fovernment’s needs promptly. Tents for 
more than half a million men will be 
ready September 1, which is more than 
will be needed by that time. 

The statement explains, also, that 
national guard requisitions are not now 
being filled, as it is necessary to con- 
Serve the clothing supplies and see 
that only men who are. finally accepted 
for service in the federalized force are 
outfitted. After the guardsmen are as- 
sembled in their armories or at stated 
mobilization points to be drafted into 


the federal service, clothing will he 
issued to them. All other supplies will 


go direct to the divisional training 
camps, where the men are to be sent 
as soon as possible after they are 
drafted.

-WHISKY’S BULLDOG FIGHT. 


Even with war-time prohibition of ardent 
spirits manufacture almost a certainty, John 
Barleycorn, with a degree of bulldog tenac- 
ity that would be commendable were it 
properly directed, continues his losing strug- 


‘ gle for existence. 


It is the same old sort of fight the cham- 
pions and the representatives of the liquor 
interests are waging, on the floor of the 
senate and in the lobbies; the same old tac- 
ticb, the same old methods, the same old 
“arguments.” 

But they are losing “pep” and gusto, be- 
cause, as they must realize, their cause is 
lost. 

Apparently they have saved wine and 
beer from the ban of the food-control act, 
but whisky and all other forms of ardent 
spirits are doomed. 

They have apparently abandoned the ma- 
jority of their old stock “arguments,” such 
as “personal liberty,” ‘‘medicinal necessity,” 
etc., and are pinning what little hope they 
have left upon the monetary loss to the gov- 
ernment in whisky revenues prohibition 
would entail, and the fact that only about 
2 per cent of the breadstuffs produced in the 
country annually goes to the manufacture 
of liquors. 

But there is a deeper reason why war- 
time prohibition is wise as an emergéncy 
measure. It has nothing whatever to do 
with immediate, direct revenue, nor with 
direct foodstuffs conservation. But it has 
altogether to do with war-time efficiency— 
individual and collective; industrial and gov- 
ernmental. 

In times such as we are passing through 
and those ahead of us, there is service for 
every man, woman and child to perform— 
imperative, national service—and vitally im- 
portant toward the winning of the war. 

It is necessary that every citizen do his 
full duty, that he do it promptly and with 
his wits about him. 

But he can’t do this if he is drunk, half- 
drunk, or in any degree under the influence 
of booze! — 

Every time a workman reports for duty 
drunk; every hour spent by our courts in 
trying and sentencing “drunks;” every 
pound of food fed to “drunks” in jail; every 
pulse-beat of energy expended in caring and 
providing for the victims of booze in hos- 
pitals, almshouses, penitentiaries, orphan- 
ages, insane asylums, or on the streets—all 
militate by just that much against public 
efficiency, public capacity for national serv- 
ice; and by just that much against the has- 
tening of international peace. 

General Wood said a few days ago that 
“liquor is the soldier's worst enemy.” 

The heads of both the navy and the war 
departments have officially put the ban on 
strong drink—in fact, one of the first official 
acts of Secretary of the Navy Daniels was 
to make John Barleycorn walk the plank. 

The government is alive to the fact that 
a drunken man is a hindrance rather than 
a help in a fight. 

So he is in the office, in the factory, in 
the running of a railroad train, in the navi- 
gation of a ship. 

So he is in any and every place of serv- 


7 ice, civilian or military, on land or on the 


sea. 

Thus, in the broader aspect of the ques- 
tion, both direct revenue loss and direct 
foodstuffs gain weigh mighty light in the 
equation. They are almost infinitesimal. 

So war-time prohibition is not so much a 
question of booze or calories, as booze or 
efficiency—individual and national! 


BOOTS AND CONSERVATION. 


As a matter of sheer economy Great 
Britain limits the height of women’s shoes 
to seven inches; and the commercial econ- 
omy board of the Council of National De- 


fense wants the same. rule invoked in| 


America. 

The board, its expressed object being to 
conserve leather and spare labor, is urging 
shoe manufacturers to eliminate extreme 
styles in women’s shoes and confine pro 
duction to simple lines. 

Of: course, the manufacturers have to 
make the sort of shoes the women want, 
and whether the fair wearers will be found 
willing to co-operate in this leather and 
labor-saving plan remains to be seen. 

From the masculiné layman’s point of 
view it does appear that the women ought, 
as a measure of war-time economy, if for 
no other reason, to consent to a curtail- 
ment of the quantity of leather and cloth 
which goes to make their shoes, especially 
in view of the fact that their physical re- 
quirements are no different today from 
what they were only a few years ago when 
the ladies of style insisted upon wearing 
pumps, rain or shine, summer or winter. 

There is no gainsaying that the shoes 
women wear now-a-days are exaggerated in 
height beyond any requirement of health, 
comfort or reason. They are almost shoes 
and leggings combined, with heels that are 
an abomination to look upon and of neces- 
sity in flagrant violation of the laws of 
health and physical comfort. So a consid- 
erable saving in material, both in uppers 
and heels, could easily be effected and the 
women would be the better off. So extreme, 
in fact, are some of the foot-and-calf-cover- 
ings called shoes—for want of a better 
name —that if the suggested reform is 
adopted it will be possible almost to make 
two pairs of shoes of the materials and 
labor going into one pair now. And that 
in the aggregate would be a big item in 
the general progtam of war-time waste 
avoidance. 

The women could hardly be asked to 
contribute to dress cloth conservation more 
zealously than they are doing today. Cer- 
tainly their skirts are cut as short as could 
be asked, the decolette of their waists as 
deep; and the fabric of the entire average 
dress costume is about as filmy as the law 
would “stand for.” 

So now, if they will return to the low 
shoe—and a low heel, if you please, 
ma’am —co-operate with the government 
and the manufacturers, and steel themselves 
against temptation in the form of freak 
novelties throughout the duration of the 
war, everybody will be better off, and the 
women themselves will feel more physically 
fit to do whatever they may be required to 
do toward licking the kaiser. 


GEORGIA’S WAY. 


Georgia’s way—and the best, if not the 
only, way—for reaching an ultimate solu- 
tion of the “negro problem” could hardly be 
better illustrated than by the reproduction 
of the following letter from R. R. Wright, 
president of the Georgia State Industrial 
College for Colored Youths, Savannah, to 
Gen. P, W. Meldrim, judge of the eastern 
judicial circuit and chairman of the board 
of commissioners for the school, giving an 
account of the.splendid manner in which the 
graduates of the institution are fitting into 


the industrial life of the south: 


Judge P. W. Meldrim, Chairman, 8a- 
vannah, Ga.—I know you will be inter- 
ested in the fact that I have finally se- 
cured work places for every one of our 
graduates and a number of other students 
who were without employment. Yester- 
day morning I put to work forty-three 
girls here in the city in a shirtwaist 
factory and placed a teacher with them. 
All at good wages. I secured, on the 
Connecticut farm, work for eighty boys 
and a letter this morning tells me that 
they have arrived and are at work and 
doing fine. I placed also in charge of 
them a teacher. I sent eighteen boys to 
Woburn, Mass., in charge of a teacher. 
They are also at work and are doing well. 
I have placed on the farms about the city 
and in the ship yard several boys who 
are doing well. The boy from Mr. Lati- 
more’s farm reported to me last night 
that Mr. Latimore is well pleased with 
him. He graduated and received his di- 
ploma June 13. I placed several girls as 
house-maids in families. I can truly say 
that so far as I know every boy and girl 
who has graduated from the institution 
this year or who has applied to me for 
work has been given employment. I 
write this because I know it will be 
gratifying to you. I shall leave Monday 
morning for the National Teachers’ asgo- 
ciation and hope to be able to get some 
new ideas and-impressions _which will 
assist me to be of value to the insti- 
tution with which I am connected.

THE AMERICAN FLAG 


~~ 


An Emblem That Represents the Ulti- 
mate End of Human Kelations, De- 
clares Dr. J. W.,jLee in St. Louis 
Address. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 4.—(Special.)—In an 
address on “The Significance of the Ameri- 
can Flag,’ Rev. James W. Lee, D. D., today 
swept a vast audience with an eloquent 
tribute to the American emblem. The occa- 
sion was the annual celebration of the 
Fourth of July, among the other speakers 
being Governor Gardner, Mayor Aloe and 
Professor F. C. DeSumichrast, of Harvard. 

In brief, Dr. Lee said: 

“If one were capable of looking deep 
enough to see inside the soul of the Amer- 
ican tlag, he could doubtless recognize some- 
thing in it of the golden eagle displayed on 
the white flag the Persians used, in_ the 
days of Cyrus. He could perhaps read, in 
its majestic beauty reminiscences of all the 
standards the Romans” used, to proclaim 
their sovereignty and triumph over the peo- 
ples of the earth, and see in its folds the 
meaning of the silver eagle, whose spread- 
ing wings and claws, grasping the thunder- 
bolts of Jove, Marius used as the emblem of 
the Roman republic. 

“It swells with the meaning of all the 
standards ever used by the English people, 
or that were ever carried in battle by the 
English armies. 

“The flag is but the shadow, the meager 
attempt to represent, in the form of silk or 
cloth, the vast organized social whole of 
American human life back of it. 

“The American flag represents humanity 
attempting to become beautiful by the ex- 
penditure of spiritual force in dealing out 
life to those who are weak, in distinction 
from euch human beings as live on the 
lans of the lower animals, who seek to 
ecome strong by the. expenditure of brute 
force in dealing out death to their species. 

For Rights of Humanity. 

“The American flag was never intended 
to float over an army of men organized to 
fight other men, except in defense of the 
most sacred and inalienable rights of hu- 
manity. When a nation falls from the level 
of the human plane and begins to assert it- 
self in the adjustment of international dif- 
ferences, as the tigers and the hyenas do 


comes the solemn duty of all peace-loving 
communities to unite, mot to destroy such a 
nation, but to pull out its teeth and extract 
its claws and teach it how to live as human 
beings were ordained to live, in love and 
goodwill toward one another. 

“The brilliant tints of the butterflies 
wing are distilled from_ the blood of its 
slaughtered companions. But the deep col- 
ors of the American flag are not distilled 
from the blood of those our people have 
slaughtered in war. 

The Ultimate End. 

“The American flag represents -the ulti- 
mate end and aim of human relations, and 
this ultimate end anf aim is man—man come 
to himself, conscious of himself, in posses- 
sion of himself; man universal, made perfect 
and complete in reciprocal companionship 
with all other human beings. 

“The American flag stands for human life 
enriched, perfected, completed. It —rep- 


resents man free, strong, holy. It stands for 
man, not lost in the social texture nor

PLENTY OF ROOM LEFT 


FOR STUDENT OFFICERS 
AT THE SECOND CAMP 


Many men who may ultimately have, to 
go into the United States army are passing 
up their last opportunity to step directly 
from civilian life to an officer’s rank which 
is offered them in the forthcoming officers’ 
training camp for which no further applica- 
tions will be received after Sunday, July 15. 

There is plenty of room and opportunity 
now for those who are willing and can meas- 
ure up; but when July 15 comes the doors 
will positively be closed, as all applications 
received after that date, no matter from 
whom they come, will be returned to the ap- 
plicants, 

Lieutenant Charles Hines, U. S. A., sta- 
tioned at Fort McPherson barracks, near At- 
lanta, examining officer fin charge of the 
second officers’ reserve training camp, has 
already received a considerable number of 
applications from Georgia men, but they 
have come in nothing like the number antic- 
ipated or desired, nor has the class of men 
who have seo far applied been up to ex- 
pectations. 

It is desired to have every possible appli- 
cation from this state in hand by July 15, and 
urgent invitation is extended to everyone 
who is eligible to apply new. The type of 
men particularly desired are those possess- 
ing education, especially college men, above 
all, those who have been accustomed to han- 
dling groups of men, whether in the office 
or, out-of-doors. Civil engineer® are espe- 
cially desirable; railroad gang bosses, fore- 
men and superintendents in factories and 
mills and men of this class are highly desir- 
able types for the officers’ training camp. 

Older Men Desired. 

While men as young as 21 will be accept- 
ed, older men are especially desired for this 
training camp—men between the ages of 30 
and 50, who have had experience in dealing 
with men. Following the close of applica- 
tions, Lieutenant Hines will grade them all 
A, B, C and D. The grading will be based 
on military experience, education, physical 
condition, age and other qualifications, those 
who are well up in all requirements receiv- 
ing the grade A. Those lacking in one fea- 
ture will be graded B, ‘and so on, 

It should be well understood that priority 
in the receipt of an application gives no 
advantage whatever. Those whose appli- 
cations come in now, or even on the final 
day, will stand just as good a chance as those 
whose applications are already on file or 
have been the past two weeks. 

Before August 7, after all the preliminary 
work has been arranged, Lieutenant Hines 
will mail notices to all the applicants who 
might be acceptable, telling them the date 
and place to meet him for their final exami- 
nation. He will be accompanied by an army 
physician, and each applicant, after being 
examined as to physical condition, military 
experience and other requirements, will be 
given a percentage rating based on 100 as 
perfect. 

From the Georgia applicants thus exam- 
ined, there will be selected 448 of the high- 
est rating to go into the training camp. 
These men will be notified of their selection 
on August 10, and will report at Fort Mc- 
Pherson on August 27 to take up the active 
work of training. 

Guardsmen May Apply. 

Attention is called to the fact that officers 
and privates in the national guard and in 
the regular arnty who have joined since 
March 6, 1917, are privileged to apply for 
entrance to this officers’ training camp, and 
their applications will be considered on their 
merits. 

From this training camp it is expected 
to develop officers for the higher grades, in- 
cluding first lieutenants, captains and ma- 
jors; so that this training camp offers not 
only the last chance for going from civilian 
rank to that of officer, but it presents the 
best chance. 

These officers will serve with the second 
army of 500,000 men soon to be chosen, and 
will go into all branches of the service, in- 
fantry, cavalry, field and coast artillery. The 
minimum age limit is 20 years and 9 months, 
but, in order to secure the experienced class 
of men desired, preference will be given 
to men over 31 years old, all other things be- 
ing equal. 

Anyone desiring application blanks’ or 
other information should address ‘“‘Examin- 
ing Officer, Second Training Camp, Fort Me- 
Pherson, Ga.” They should write for the 
application blanks rather than apply in per- 
son, and they will be forwarded by return 
mail. 

While the government will pay the men 
in training $100 per month during the three 
months’ course, and provide uniforms, trans- 
portation and subsistence, it is confidently 
expected to get better than $100-a-month 
men. What is most desired is men earning 
good salaries who are willing to make a 
sacrifice at a time when it is so urgently 
needed.

, THE HANGING STOMACH. 

Gastroptosis or sagging of the stomach 
occurs five times as frequently in women as 
men. Most men manage to get along with- 
out a corset. 

It is a condition characteristically ob- 
served in persons fragile in build and light 
in weight. Of forty-seven patients with a 
hanging stomach ten weighed under 100 
pounds, thirteen weighed under 110 pounds, 
and five under 120 pounds. None of these 
patients weighed over 140 pounds. Be fat 
‘and you won't have ptosis. 

Besides more or less chronic “stomach 
trouble” or indigestion, victims of sagging 
stemach lack vitality and pep. They tire out 
easily and do not stand strain as well as 
their plump sisters. 

Sometimes there is distress after taking 
food. This tends to scare away the appetite. 
The victim avoids first this' and then that 
kind of food in the belief that certain food 
elements ‘disagree.’ Of course such a habit 
weakens her still more, reduces her weight, 
and tends to aggravate the sagging of the 
stomach. Thus by her dieting she makes 
conditions worse than before. In many in- 
stances, if the patient will remain in bed 
for a few weeks, and eat plenty of good 
nourishing food she will discover that she 
can digest some very hearty meals, put on 


| weight, and perhaps obtain permanent re- 


lief from her trouble. 

Sour stomach, water brash, nausea, con- 
stant taking of soda and eructating quanti- 
ties of “gas'’—formed from the soda itself, 
Or air unconsciously swallowed when nerv- 
ous about the “stomach trouble’’—these are 
familiar symptoms of a sagging stomach. 

Examination in the upright posture re- 
veals to the experienced physician the dis- 
placed stomach. An X-ray negative of the 
abdomen, made after the patient has taken a 
bismuth or barium test-meal, clinches the 
diagnosis and aids in ruling out other or 
complicating troubles. 

Rest, posture treatment, massage, me- 
chanical support, breathing exercises, scien- 
tific feeding to increase weight, and medi- 
cation according to individual requirements 
are the essential features of successful 
treatment. A complete, permanent cure is 
seldom possible. The patient must recog- 
nize her physical limitations and learn to 
live within them. But comfort and rea- 
sonably good health is generaliy obtainable 
if the true nature of the trouble is.deterr 
mined by thorough examination. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Flat Feet and the Army. 

Why are flat feet so objectionable in the 
army? I have ’em. Yet I served twenty 
years in the New York national guard, 
marched all distances from one to 25 miles 
with pack heavier than is now used. Was a 
champion sprinter in my day. (W. D. B.) 

ANSWER—F lat feet are one of the most 
frequent causes for rejection of candidates 
for army service. The prejudice is well 
grounded. While certain men have very 
flat-looking feet yet suffer no disability, a 
great many young men with moderate flat 
feet or pronated (weak) feet do become 
disabled as soon as heavy marching is en- 
gaged in, and a disabled soldier is a great 
handicap to an army. If young men in gen- 
eral were not so effeminate as to footwear, 
and if they would adopt something not far 
removed from the standard army shoe, in 
place of the pretty-pretty things now worn, 
flat feet would be an uncommon handicap. 

Diet of Nursing Mother. 

Is asparagus harmful for a nursing baby 
—Il mean, of course, When the mother eats 
it? Is anise cordial good for the baby? 
If so, how much should be given, and how 
often’? Please tell me what foods a nurs- 
ing mother should not eat? (A. D. M.) 

ANSWER—-No, asparagus is all right. 
Don't give the cordial. Anise, like 
other aromatics, is a stimulant with mild 
narcotic or sedative effect, and therefore 
harmful for habitual use. And the alcohol 
in the mixture is bad for the baby’s men- 
tal development. A nursing mother should 
eat about everything she can ordinarily di- 
gest. And then something more for the 
baby. 

Housemaid’s Knee on the Left Shoulder. 

Is there a cure for a bursa, called house- 
maid’s knee, only this one happens to be on 
the left shoulder? [| have had eight doctors 
treat me tor rheumatism and neuritis, and 
at last one doctor examined the shoulder 
and found that it was inflammation of the 
bursa under the point of the shoulder, X-ray 
picture showed he was right He advised 
operation. Another doctor says it can be 
dissolved and an operation would leave a 
scar which would make painful pressure on 
the nerves. (M. G. EF.) 

ANSWER—One of your symptoms is too 
many doctors, and poor ones at that. You 
had better stick to the man who diagnosed 
the trouble, and submit to the operation he 
advises. The man who would dissolve that 
bursa is too oOptimistic—at the first visit.

NEW COTTON VARIETY 
IS PROMISING WELL 


Perry, Ga., July 4.—(Special.)—In 
February last C. H. Hardison donated 
to the department of agriculture of the 
state through J. A. Manses, agent, ten 
acres of his farm on the National high- 
way to Macon, about two miles from 
town, for the planting of a new variety 
of early cotton bred at the experiment 
station.

Not Affected by War. 

A study of the latest statement discloses 
no evidence that the economic readjust- 
ments occasioned by this nation’s participa- 
tion in the war have caused serious dis- 
turbance in business. The improvement 
which featured the returns during the first 
three months of this year was well main- 
tained in the second quarter, and defaults 
in June were less numerous than in the 
same month of 1916 and 1915, with the 
smallest liabilities for the period, excepting 
those of last year, since 1912. 

Both in number and amount, reduction 
occurred in manufacturing and trading de- 
faults; but whereas there were 140 fewer 
insolvencies among agents, brokers and 
other concerns not properly included in 
either of the two leading classes, the in- 


debtedness was about $1,000,000 larger than 
in the first half of 1916. 
A Study of the Figures. 

Thus, such failures numbered . 361 for 
$17,275,889, as against 501 for $16,249,809; 
while there were 1,888 manufacturing re- 
verses, involving $40,440,908, in comparison 
with 2,247 for $38,897,742, and 5,239 in 
trading division for $37,004,559, as contrast- 
ed with 6,747 last year for $56,093,870. The 
trading defaults, it is seen, made relatively 
the best showing, with a numerical decrease 
of 22 per cent and a contraction of 34 per 
cent in amount.

“The government requirements in the 
steel industry are seriously interfering with 
private business and have caused insistent 
bidding for pig iron and steel at prices 
that have seemed to have no lHmit. The 
spectacalar figures are given more. im- 
portance than they deserve, as they relate 
to early deliveries and apply to a com- 
paratively small volume of business. 

Steel Mills Sold Up. 

“The steel mills are so completely 
is but little product or ca- 
pacity available, and the consumer who is 
trying to break in for early accommoda- 
tion has a hard time in getting his wants 
supplied’ at any price. He and others like 
him make the prices by bidding against 
each other, and in desperate efforts to find 
some manufacturer who can be tempted to 
push lower-priced work to one side to serve 
them. The producers of steel, oil, coal and 
copper have been on tenter hooks over the 
price situation at Washington, which has 
gotten beyond the question of prices upon 
this government's own supplies, and now in- 
cludes prices upon supplies for foreign gov- 
ernment and the general market. An- 
nouncement has been made of an agree- 
ment between the coal operators and repre- 
sentatives of the government to have prices 
fixed by a commission, and some such ar- 
rangement will probably be reached upon 
the, other principal commodities.’’

URGES ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Wants Causes of 
Tragedies Like That at 
East St. Louis Removed. 
He Denounces German 
Sympathizers. 


Forest Hills, Long Island, N. Y., July 
4.—Declaring that those.in America 
who champion Germany’s cause against 
the cause of America are guilty of 
moral treason, and are in fact, although 
not in law, moral traitors, Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, in a Fourth of July 
address here today, pleaded for a single 
standard of patriotism and loyalty. 

East St. Louis Riots. 

The colonel preceded his remarks on 
the war situation with an allusion to 
the race riots in East St. Louis, saying 
that the causes should be ascertained 
and the remedy found. 

“Before I make the speech I have 
prepared I wish to say one word on the 
instant need of today. July 4, ‘Inde- 
pendence day, the day on which the 
nation was born and was dedicated to 
the cause of orderly liberty and equal 
rights for all,” he said. “There has 
.just occurred in a northern city a most 
lamentable tragedy. We who live else- 
where will do well not to feel self- 
righteous about it, for it was produced 
by ‘wauses which might at any time 
produce jyst such results in any of 
the communities in which we individu- 
ally dwell. There have been race riots 
with dreadful accompaniments of 
wholesale murder and arson. 

“The first necessity is that the gOov- 
ernment should use its strength to 
stop and to punish the violators, and 
once more to install the ordinary in- 
strumentalities of law and order, but 
this is not enough. The causes, social 
and industrial, should be fearlessly and 
thoroughly investigated, so that the 
primitive remedy may be found, and 
the investigation should blink at no 
fact, however ugly. l reverently believe 
in facing truths by officially acting on 
the knowledge thus gained, 60 that 
when order has been restored we can 
establish a permanent working system 
of justice.” 

Moral Traitors Attacked. 

“We are now at war with Germany,” 
said Colonel Roosevelt. “For over two 
years Germany has heaped insult upon 
insult, injury upon injury, on our peo- 
ple. We did not even dare to prepare 
so as to be able effectively to resent 
wrong in the future. Our supine in- 
action was partly due to the folly en- 
gendered in our people by the profes- 
sional pacifists. But an even more Im-~ 
portant factor wus the dread many of 
our politicians felt, not merely of the 
German army abroad, but of German 
votes at heme. The selfishness and 
shortsightedness of the American poli- 
ticians were indefensible, and they 
were due to the fact that the men who 
took the lead in the German-American 
movement sought entirely to subordi- 
nate the actions of the country, of 
which they Were nominally citizens, 
the United States, to the needs of the 
country for which they cared, Germany. 

“Now we are at war with Germany, 
yet many of these persons, supported, of 
ccurse, by professional pacifists, con- 
tinue to champion Germany’s cause as 
against the cause for which we are 
fighting. This is a moral treason to 
the republic, and all who engage in it 
are in fact, although not in law, trai- 
tors who have no right longer to be 
treated as American citizens. The time 
has come to insist that they drop their 
dual allegiance, and in good faith be- 
come outright Germans or outright 
Americans. They cannot be both, and 
those who pretend to be both are mere- 
ly Germans who hypocritically pretend 
to be Americans in order to serve Ger- 
many and damage America. At this 
moment the vital thing to remember 
about those half-hidden traitors is that

We are bound by every consid- 
eration of loyalty and good faith to our 
allies, and any opposition to them, or 
any aid given to their and our enemy, 
is basely dishonorable as regards our 
allies, and treasonable as regards our 
own country.” 

Colonel Roosevelt said that the claim 
that it was natural for American: citi- 
zens of German origin to favor Ger- 
many was “nonsense, and _ criminal 
nonsense to boot,” and added, “either 
aman is an American and nothing else, 
or he is not an American at all. We 


new and distinct nation, and we are 
bound always to give our whole-heart- 
ed and*undivided loyalty to our flag, 
and in any international crisis to treat 
every foreign nation purely according 
to its conduct in that crisis. It is 
both weak and wicked to permit any of 
our citizens to hold dual or divided al- 
legiance, and it is just as mischievous, 
just as un-American, to discriminate 
against any good American because of 
his birthplace, creed or parentage.” 
Elaborating on that point and pro- 
testing against the plan to exclude 
from American Red Cross units Ameri- 


or descent, Colonel RooseV¥elt said that 
if he had been permitted to raise a 
military foree for service in France 
many of his officers would have been 
chosen from among men of German 
parentage who were undoubted Ameri- 
cans. 
German Brutality. 


Colonel Roosevelt severely arraign- 
ed those who seek to excuse the acts 
of Germany, “our embittered and en- 
venomed foe,” by saying “we would be- 
have in like manner if we had the op- 
portunity,” and reviewed the history of 
the civil war in support of his conten- 
tion that the utterance was “infamous 
falsity.” 

“Contrast the brutality shown _ to- 
wards women and children on the Lusi- 
‘tania, and scores of other ships, by the 
officially directed German submarines, 
with the Alabama’s action fifty vears 
ago,” he continued. ‘‘Semmes never de- 
stroyed a vessel without providing for 
the safety of the passengers and crew. 
He turned his own officers out of their 
cabins to put in them the women and 
children of his foes, and ‘once when he 
had 700 prisoners and/‘a prize he al- 
lowed them to go in freedom on the 
vesse! rather than send them toa near- 
by port where there was yellow fever. 
Compare these actions with the 
methodical and organized brutality of 
the German military authorities in 
this war, and then brand with shame 
the American traitors who seek to aid 
Germeny by asserting that we, if given 
the chance, would be guilty of atroci- 
ties Hike those she has committed.” 

English Only Language. 

Touching on the matter of language 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that “We 
must have in this country but one flag, 
and for the speech of the pepole but 
one language, the English language 
During the present war all newspapers 
published in German, or in the speech 
of — of our foes, should be required 
to publish, side by side with the for- 
eign text, columns in English contain- 
ing the exact translation of everything 
said in the foreign language. Ultimate- 
ly this should be done with all news- 
papers published in foreign tongues in 
this country 

‘Universal suffrage should be based 
on universal service in peace as well 
as war,” said Colonel Roosevelt in con- 
cluding his address. ‘‘Those who refuse 
to render the one should have no title 
to the enjoyment of the other. We 
stand for the democracy of service: we 
are against privilege, therefore against 
the privilege which would escape serv- 
ico in war. 

“We must fight with steadfast endiur- 
ance, until we win the peace of over- 
whelming victory for’ righteousness, 
and even while thus fighting we must 
prepare the way for the peace of in- 
dustrial justice, and the peace of in- 
dustrial aqemocracy, which are to come 
after, and tv consecrate the wadr.”
